1. (Confidential - JGO) Met with Mr. Vincent Augliere, 
House Foreign Operations and Government Information Subcommittee 


Augliere later advised that this was most satisfactory. Representative 
Moss' office is responding to the law firm by telephone and will confirm 
their call with a later letter. Mr. Augliere was most appreciative of 
the Agency assistance in placing the Congressman's office in touch with 
the proper people. Mr. Houston has been advised. 

2. (Internal Use Only - JGO) Received a call from Representative 
Frank Bow (R. , Ohio) concerning the possibility of summer only employ- 
ment of a young college student constituent. I reviewed the Agency 
summer employment program with him. Mr. Bow noted in passing 

that he had apparently misconstrued statements made n in the briefing 1 ’ 
to the effect that we could utilize such individuals in unclassified work. 

Mr. Bow was most under standing and had no questions about our program.
